Congressman Wendell Defends the 


Policies of Secretary of the Interior 


Ballinger— Copious Resolutions Are 


Adopted by the Congress. 


Billings, Mont., Oct. 29.—Minnesota 
was awarded the VV. B. George silver 
loving cup prize for the largest dele 
Ration at the dry farming congress. 
Tile Hill cup for the best communit> 
was won by the Broadway district of 
the lake basin in Montana. 
Representative F. W. Mended of 
Wyoming told of the 
efforts 
that 
would bb made the coming session of 
the national congress to improve con­ 
ditions in the dry farming belt. 
He 
advocated the settlement of all lands 
which have been withdrawn from en­ 
try by transferring surface rights only 
to settlers, the government retaining 
its interest in the minerals. 
He de­ 
fended the act permitting the home­ 
steading of 420 acres, which had been 
attacked by former Senator Paris Oil) 
son of Montana. 
He advocated the 
methods of a ltJ rn at e year cropping, 
submitting figures from his experience 
to prove the advisability of not at­ 
tempting to crop dry farm land e v e r y 
year, and for this reason he claimed 
that a larger farm was required than 
in wed farming districts. 
It. W. Thatcher, director cf th'1 ex 
perimont station at Pullman, Wash., 
told of successful dry farming, where 
tho precipitation was six inches per 
annum. 
The addles 5 of Congressman Mon- 
dell was a staunch defense of the poii 
ides of Secretary of the Interior Bal­ 
linger. 
There was no reference, how­ 
ever, to Chief Forester Pinehot, and 
any remarks that might have been 
eonstruod as challenging a revival of 
the Ballinger-Pinc hot feud were c a r e ­ 
fully ediV l out of his prepared speech 
by the congressman. 
Shows a Friendly Disposition. 
In truth all of the fight of the con­ 
gress seemed to have been worn away 
by Wednesday’s storms, wherein Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Wilson and otli 
*?r officers of the federal governmen 
puttered.

world at large.

Bemidji, Minn., Oct. 29.—While May­ 
or J. P. Pogue of Bemidji, G. Meyer of 
St. Paul, C. Eppel’n, T. R. Symons of 
Bemidji, local manager for the Min­ 
neapolis Brewing company, and a wo­ 
man whose name cannot be learned, 
were crossing the railroad track at 
Wilton, the automobile in which the 
party was riding was struck by a 
freight, engine and the entire party 
hurled into the air.

Washington, 
Oct. 
29.—Recently 
there was published un article stating 
that it was the opinion of certain gov­ 
ernment officials aud others who have 
been studying the new tariff law, that 
the effect of Section 2 of that law 
would be to increase the duty on lum­ 
ber imported from Canada to a point 
several times above the $2 duty of the 
Dingley law. 
Local regulations of tile 
provinces of Ontario and British Co­ 
lumbia and the Canadian preferential 
on British imports were given as the 
reason why this greatly increased duty 
might possibly be imposed. 
A more 
careful study cf the law, however, is 
convincing the experts of this city 
thai their original views are unsup­ 
ported by the facts, and they arc now 
so saying. 
W hether the maximum rate of 25 
per cent ad valorem will apply to any 
Canadian imports will be determined 
in due time, but it is noteworthy that 
there is not now the tendency bere 
that existed several weeks ago to say 
that it will apply, in advance of evi­ 
dence mora defmits than the criginal 
surmise on which that tendency was 
based. 
This entire m atter is being 
gone over carefully by the custom au­ 
thorities of the government, including 
the tariff board named by the presi­ 
dent, and it is now regarded as unlike­ 
ly that they will justify the fears 
which were voiced in newspapers of 
the country several weeks ago regard­ 
ing the possibility of tariff trouble 
with Canada. 
The preferential rate allowed by 
Canada to the products of Great Bri­ 
tain. it is now pointed out here, has 
been in force for half a century. 
At 
no time, it *s pointed out, has this 
preferential ever been held to be a 
discrimination 
against 
the 
United 
States. 
Were Canada to give a preferential 
to France or to Germany, for instance, 
or to any other foreign country, as 
against the United Slates, that act, it 
is said, would be a discrimination 
within the meaning of Section 2 of 
the Payne law, anil a t the same time 
it would violate the favored-nation 
clause of our treaty with Great Bri­ 
tain. 
But Great Britain, not Canada, it is 
said, would be the country held re­ 
sponsible.

MURDER OF ST. 
PAUjJUTCHER 


Evidence Tends to Show ll 


Was Premeditated. 


HIDDEN BEFORE THE CRIME 


Axe Witii Which Louis Arbogart Was 


Killed Was Secreted the Day Before 


the 
Deed 
Was 
Committed— Testi 


mony of Ernest Vincent the Sensa 


tim of the Trial of the Slain M an’s 


Widow in St. Paul. 


St. Paul, Ort. 29.—The testimony of 
E rnest Vincent at the trial of Mrs. 
Arbogast for ths murder if her hus­ 
band, Louis Arbogast. May 13. indi 
cated that the axe with which tho 
butcher's skull was battered was hid­ 
den within tho house the day before 
in preparation for the crime. 
Vincent is a wide-awake looking 
young man. who was employed by Ar­ 
bogast as a driver and utility man for 
two or th re 3 months prior to Arbo- 
gast’s death. 
He lives in the vicinity 
of the Arbogast home, and had been 
accustomed to go there every after­ 
noon to chop wood and do chores. 
The young driver was perfectly fa­ 
miliar with the axe which killed Ar­ 
bogast. 
He had used it early in the 
afternoon of the day preceding the 
m urder while splitting wood for the 
kitchen range, but when he tried to 
find it later that evening it was no­ 
where to be found. 
He remembered 
distinctly where he had left the axe. 
There was no forgetfulness in Vin­ 
cent’s 
repertoire. 
He 
remembered 
everything lie did that day and even 
the inferential questions of Mrs. Ar- 
bogast’s attorney failed to shake his 
statements. 
Tlu* disappearance of the axe on the 
eve of the murder lends strength to j 
the suspicion of the authorities that I 
the 
crime 
was 
premeditated. 
The ! 
young driver swore I hat he left the j 
axe in the shed when he got through I 
chopping wood early in the afternoon, i 
That outbuilding is directly in. the I 
rear of the Arbogast kitchen with a 
communicating door between. 


Sensation of the Trial. 


Vincent’s evidence was the sensa­ 
tion of the trial of Mrs. Arbogast. The 
snuspicious circumstances under whicn : 
the a$e disappeared from the wood- J 
shed the day before the murder helps j 
dispel the theory that a stranger en- j 
tered the Arbcgast home and killed 
the sleeping butcher. 
The question of why the axe w as i 
surreptitiously canoed into the Arbo- I 
gast house lins been answered by sub- j 
sequent developments, but the identity 
of the person who brought in the w ea­ 
pon has yet to be established. 
T hat 
is the problem that is confronting the 
county attorney, 
The oil can, supposed to have con­ 
tained the gasoline th at was spilled 
over Arbogast’s bed and then set on 
fire, was produced for the first time 
in court. 
It was found in tao back 
hallway on the second floor of the A r­ 
bogast house by Lieutenant H enry 
Meycrding the morning of the murder. 
It was a regulation red tin oil can. 
When found bv tho lieutenant it was 
empty, but the odor was strong. 
Tile 
can had never been seen by any of 
the Arbogast girls, they said, although 
Minnie had an indistinct recollection 
of a red can in the sewing room. 
The testimony of Henry Eschle, cap 
tain of the insurance patrol, showed 
that Arbogast was breathing hard 
after he arrived at the scene of the 
crime. 
Captain Eschle was at Arbo- 
gast’3 soon after the regular compa­ 
nies of the department and he found 
the room covered with blood and feath 
ers. 
Several Witnesses Testify. 
Outside of the testimony of young 
Vincent the two sessions of the court 
were devoted to the reception of evi­ 
dence relating to the condition of the 
bloody room the morning of the m ur­ 
der. 
The oil soaked bed and the blood 
spots on the walls and ceiling were 
described by a number of witnesses 
for the state. 
Many of these were on 
the stand earlier in the trial. 
At the morning session Miss Minnie 
R. Lloyd, a trained nurse, who at­ 
tended Mrs. Arbogast and her daugh­ 
ter immediately following the tragedy, 
Etated that Mrs. Arbogast becarao de­ 
lirious as a result of her burns. 
Policeman Aynsloy, who had Ida In 
charge the morning of the crime, said 
that after bringing her to her home 
from Mrs. Garvey’s parlor, he tried to 
take her upstairs to see her mother, 
but she would non go. 
Wednesday 
Mrs. W igen testified that Mrs. Arbo­ 
gast called repeatedly for Ida that 
morning, but the girl stubbornly ig­ 
nored her entreaties. 
Immediately upon 
opening court. 
Judga Orr ruled against admitting the 
bloody undershirt belonging to Mrs. 
Arbogast

SUFFRAGISTS FAYUR 


MILITANT METHDDS 


Iowa Women Approve Plan ot 


the English Women. 


Dos Moines, la., Oct. 29.—Stirred to 
action by a number of ftery speech ** 
by the more aggressive members, the 
Iowa Equal Suffrage association adopt­ 
ed resolutions favoring the militant 
methods adopted by the suffragettes 
of England. 
Tho word “obstructive” 
was substituted fcr “militant. ’ 
Rev. E. Gordon cf Dos Moines, pres­ 
ident, and Mrs. Julia Clark Hallam of 
Sioux City were the leaders among 
the radical forces, bul (here is on ele­ 
ment in the association which views 
with alarm the movement to adopt 
militant methods. 
“The day for passive methods is 
past,” declared Rev. FL Gordon. 
“I 
am for adopting more radical m eth­ 
ods.’' 
“And I,” added Mrs. Hallam, “would 
go to jail for the su ffra g e cause. 
But 
if I were arrested I would resist the 
officer to th3 last.” 
The resolutions follow: 
“ Resolved1 That the women of the 
Iowa Equal Suffrage association, wish­ 
ing to strengthen the cause, do in­ 
dorse obstructive methods in (he leg­ 
islature, and do further resolve that 
arrangements be perter ted to carry 
out such methods.” 
Dr. Dewey of Des Moines was in 
dorsed as superintendent of church 
work to induce ministers to enter the 
cause- boldly and effectively. 


TRIAL OF TH E NORTH DAKOTA 


Naval Officers Interested in Test of 


New Battleship. 
Washington, Oct. 29.—When official 
figures were given out by the navy 
department of records made by tho 
new battleship Delaware on ner trial 
off 
Rockland, 
naval 
officers 
pro­ 
nounced her the best battleship in 
point of speed and coal economy in 
the navy. 
The acceptance trial of her 
sister ship, the North Dakota, will be­ 
gin Nov. 2. 
The Delaware attained a speed of 
21.563 knots an hour, with indicated 
horsepower of her main engines of 
28.57S. 
Economy was shown in the 
amount of coal and water consumed to 
attain the high speed, tho coal being 
53,945 pounds an hour, and w ater for 
all purposes, 14.8 pounds. 
Interest centers in the coming trial 
of the North Dakota, which the Dela­ 
ware exceeds in displacement by ap­ 
proximately 1,000, tons. Great rapidity 
has been shown in the construction of 
both vessels, the keels of both having 
been laid at about the time of the be­ 
ginning of the world cruise of the At 
lantic fleet, in the fall of 1907. 
The 
Delaware was launched on Feb. 7 this 
year and the North Dakota in Novem­ 
ber last year.

Hold Their Forty-seventh Annual Con­ 


vention in Minneapolis. 
Minneapolis, Get. 29.—Senator Jona­ 
than I*. Dolliver of Iowa predicted that 
“The Moral Outlook” in the United 
States was, according to all signs, de­ 
cidedly bright. 
Senator Dolliver was 
the speaker here at Hie forty seventh 
annual convention of the Minnesota 
Educational association. 
The S p e a k e - ci’eti the tendency of 
legislation to prove his point, in spit 
of the prevalent charges of graft in 
congress.

show ti?at men in i ublic life are of a 
higher moral character than in former 
days, and he closed by noting signs 
pointing to a still higher standard in 
tho business world.

“True Economy in Hiring Teachers” 
precipitated a lengthy discussion on 
tile subject of teachers’ salaries before 
the associated school boards.

The elementary section met at the

It was a badly written, dull work, 
and the people were waiting fpr a 
chance to give vent to their opinion 
At last the ( hance came. The m anage­ 
ment had ordered a mechanical asp 
for tile great scene in the final act. 
when Cleopatra puts an end to her 
life. 
The actress raised the asp, which 
started hissing, whereupon a spectator 
rose to his feet and cried: “The asp is 
quite right. We all share ins opinion!” 
Roars of laughter greeted this joke, 
and as it was foreseen that a similar 
scene would take place every night the 
piece was withdrawn from the reper­ 
tory.

In a small village in Switzerland is 
a comfortable old inn much frequented 
by English, and the menu generally in­ 
cludes one dish supposed to be special­ 
ly British.

Now York, Oct. 29.—John R. Rocke­ 
feller has sot aside a fund of $1,000,- 
000 for the purpose of flgntlng the 
“hookworm disease,” that newly dis 
covered malady which has been called 
the “vampire of the South,” because 
it produce! tho “crackers,” the “dirt 
eaters” and tho “poor white ♦rash.” 
who fur generations have been hold 
ing Dixie Land from progressing. 
Mr. Rockefeller also has selected a 
committee of leading scientists of the 
country—officially styled the Rocke­ 
feller commission for the eradication 
of hookworm diseases—to administer 
the fund a n i carry en the battle of the 
rejuvenation of the South. 
Tim gift, which is probably the most 
interesting of Mr. Rockefeller’s recent 
benefactions because of the open visi­ 
ble crusade that will result from it. 
was announced from the Standard Oil 
offices at No. 26 Broadway. 
It is in 
partial return, the philanthropist says. 
for the hospitality which ne has been 
enjoying during a part of each recent 
year in the South. 
It is estimated that no less than 
2.OOO.OHO persons hitherto supposed to 
he lazy, “shiftless,” “no account.” are 
victims of the peculiar yet ghastly ail­ 
ment. 
Medical research in recent years 
has shown that cases apparently hope­ 
less can he cured easily and quickly: 
that a couple of simple drugs will re­ 
lieve a victim, a n i ordinary sanita­ 
tion will totally eradicate the hook­ 
worm in a neighborhood. 
The hookworm is a parasite that 
may he roughly described as about 
the thickness of a hair and the length 
of a pin. 
It is plainly visible witheut 
the aid of a microscope. 
Doctors be­ 
lieve it was imported into the country 
by the slaves from Africa. 
The worm fastens itself to the walls 
of the intestines. 
There It justifies 
its name of “ vampire,” for it lives 
upon blood which it draws from that 
delicate membrane, which 
it punc­ 
tures. 
One end of it—th*' hook end— 
holds it so fast that considerable force 
is needful for it; dislodgemen.t. 
Some­ 
times hundreds of these worms afflict 
a victim. 
In one autopsy 863 were 
found. 
Not only Jo they draw away the life 
giving blood, hut they PII the intes­ 
tine walls so full of holes that its 
functions are interfered with. 
And they with baw so much blood 
that the victim's mind and body alike 
are affected.

Tills is a question that has exercised 
more than one gentleman of science. 
Of course it is known th a t only the 
stars twinkle, the planets giving out 
a steady light. 
That is the way we 
tell a star from a planet with the 
naked eye. 
But why does the star twinkle ut all? 
The answer to this seems to be on ac­ 
count of the greater distances of the 
stars, the nearest fixed star being sev­ 
eral thousand times farther from us 
than the farthest planet. 
So around 
this as a starting point have been built 
two theories. 
One is that as the 
visual anglo, or angle subtended by 
the star from the eye, is so very small 
that very small bodies iu space com­ 
ing between the star and the eye 
would give the effect of tw inkling. 
Now’, as regards those small bodies 
actually being in space as hypothecat­ 
ed there is no doubt, for there are mil­ 
lions of fragm ents of disrupted worlds 
flying around iii orbits aliout our sun. 
The only question is whether there arc 
enough to cause the eternal twinkling 
that is observed. 
Science cannot say 
that enough do not exist, for she can­ 
not perceive the existence of the small­ 
est fragm ents that actually could cause 
this effect, even with her finest instru­ 
ments. 
To illustrate, then, my meaning as 
regards this covering of the visual 
angle, suppose you take a dime be­ 
tween your thum b and finger and hold 
it between your eye and tile moon un­ 
til it just covers the moon, 
i t will I m* 
found to he quite close to the eye. Now 
take a quarter and hold it so that it 
just covers the in d o h . 
Its distance is 
at once seen to he about four times the 
dime's from the eye. 
Thus it is seen 
that tin* farther outward the object is 
placed the larger the object necessary. 
This is in accord with w hat is known 
as the law of inverse squares. 
But now take a dime or even a pin 
head, and no matter how far you hold 
it from the eye it w ill easily cover tin 
largest star in the heavens. 
This is 
on account of the enormous distance of 
the star, the lilies drawn from its sides 
to the eye inclosing an angle so minute 
that almost anything will fill it. 
So 
thus we see that this theory is not im­ 
possible, though perhaps somewhat im­ 
probable. 
The other theory bases its argument 
on the air currents. 
Air currents arc 
caused by light and heated air rising 
and cold and heavy air taking its place. 
Now. when light goes from a hoax y 
to a light gas, or vice versa, it is tic. I 
one way or the other. 
So this won! I 
certainly happen to the light from a 
the heavenly bodies. The reason ii i 
not noticed in the case of the p la n e ts 
or the sun is that they send us rn ti.* 
more rays as compared to the stars 
Many reasons are put forward t > 
show the truth of this theory.

twinkles more on the horizon than it 
does in the zenith, for its light Ii..- to 
come through a greater thicknes 
« ! 
atmosphere; also greater twinkling 
observer! iii winter than iii sum 
cr.

A white or blue 
star, such as the Dog star, twinkles 
most; next comes the yellow and last 
the red. 
If one cares to look for a rod 
star, Betolgeux is one and can he 
found in one corner of the constella­ 
tion Orion. 
A rather interesting thing has been 
ascertained in astronomy as regards 
the relation between the color of a star 
aud its age. 
The white or blue stars 
are considered young or in the prime 
of life, with many more million years 
to their career, while a red star, as 
Betelgeux, is on the wane aud will grad­ 
ually go out in the next few million 
years. 
See if it doesn't! 
The yellow 
stars of course come between the blue 
and the red in point of age. 
It is en­ 
couraging to find that our own sun is
